The speech that attracted most at- 


tention was that of Senator Hoar (rep., 
Mass,), in relation to Mr. Webster— 
whose speeches, he 
said, were ;the 


literature of American nationality. 
They were to the American what the 
Psalms of David were to the Hebrew, 
what the song's of Burns were to the 
Scotchman. Up to the 7th of March, 
1S50. when he made his speech in the 
senate in smpport of the fugitive slave 
law, he was the oracle of New England, 
but on that day he put himself in oppo- 
sition to the conscience of the north. 


The voice of law, as he interpreted 


it, and the voice of God, speaking- to 
the individual soul then for the first 
time in the nation's history, seemed to 
be in conflict Nothing, said Mr. Hoar, 
could have resisted the dominion of 
Daniel Webster over New England un- 
til he provoked an encounter with the 
inexorable conscience of the Puritan. 


Mr. Hoar's concluding sentence was 


warmly applauded. It was: "He is the 
one foremost figure in our history be- 
tween the-daj' when Washington died 
and the day when Lincoln took the 
oath, of office." 


Mr. ""Morgan (dem., Ala.) followed Mr. 


Hoar, and took an opposite view of Mr. 
Webster's defense of the fugitive slave 
law, regarding it as the most con- 
spicuous evidence of his moral cotirage, 
obevinjr the constitution of the United 


States ratner tnau the clamor and sen 
tirnent of New England.

WASHING-AJX, Dec. 21.—The late hour 


at which cable advices from London 
were received in this city Thursday 
night, indicating at least a cessation 
of hostilities in the feud between Japan 
and China, precluded a very thorough 
canvass of diplomatic quarters as to 
the tenor of advices received by the of- 
ficials of'foreign governments. 


While some of the ambassadors were 


courteously willing to be interviewed 
as to information received bythem, no 
one could say more than that the latest 
advices in their possession would lead 
to hopes of a very early peace between 
China and Japan. 
Direct questions as 


to the subject matter of any advices 
they had Thursday were evasively met, 
but the reticence was not so complete 
as to in any particular lessen the im- 
portance of

London dispatch 


showing the nearness of a peaceful 
solution of the question between the 
contending powers.
